Veagh. which wns begun on Saturday. 
was coiuimied. Mr. MacYeagh 
repre- 


sents the Krie company which operates 
the mines under the names of the Penn- 
sylvania Coal company and the Hillsdalc 
Conl and Iron company. 


of the authorities of this city, of this 
county and of this state, the whole re- 
gion lias been treated for five months to 
a veritable foretaste of hell?" 


Mr. Mitchell calmly replied: 
"1 don't know anything of the kind." 
"Well, you will before we are through 


with you," was Mr. MacVeagh's retort. 


Commissioner Watkins 
here took a 


hand in the examination and 
it 
was 


brought out that none of the pickets em- 
ployed by the companies represented by 
Mr. MacVeagh had been recruited outside 
if the community. 


Mr. MacVeagh 
then 
read Governor 


Stone's 
proclamation calling out 
the 


troops in which the governor said there 
wns a reign of terror in the region. 
Mr. 


Mitchell denied the correctness of the 
governor's assertions. 


The eight hour day question was tak- 


en up and in reply to a query as to 
whether he had a right to limit a man's 
labor to eight hours a day, Mr. Mitchell 
replied: 


•'We favor a maxirrm mof eight hours, 


and a moment later in answer to a simi- 
lar 
question said: 
"We will 
accept 


wnatever award the commission makes 
and that award will have precedence over 
the laws of the union." 
WHAT PRESIDENTS HAVE DONE. 
Then Mr. MaeVeagh said: 
"Abraham Lincoln was splitting rails 


and he rid not limit himself to eight 
hours and you demand it not only for the 
men in the mines but for all the men 
above ground as well. He was doing in- 
finitely harder work than nine-tenths of 
our men employed in the mines and ab .vj 
ground. So was Oarfield when he was a- 
body treading along the path of a canal 


Mr- MrKinley in his early 


who has been on the stand since Friday 
morning, brought with him a number if 
document* and books which he frequent- 
ly referred to in order to refresh his 
memory.

'•Trade unions arc not held responsible 


for i t , are they?" 


"Xo, certainly not," said 
Mr. 
Mac- 


Veash. "Trade unions are most admir- 
able, but you make a demand upon ug 
that we shall prohibit every man in our 
employ from working more than eight 
hours. That stri' ;s us as perfectly in- 
admissible." 


In answer 
to further questions Mr. 


Mitchell entered into a detailed descrip- 
tion of the workings of the union.

MINERS MfST COM.K FIRST. 


Mr. MacVeacih referred to the subject 


of placing tl'e responsibility for the in- 
creased price of coal and inquired: 
''Dti 


you still tVcl at liberty to say that it is 
none of your business 
what additional 


cost the people will have t:> pay for their 
coal if that additional co-;| is the immed- 
iate result of your demands?" 


"1 have not -.aid at any time that !t 


was none of our business," replied Mr- 
Mili-hell. "I liuvi- stilted it was beyond 
our control. That we have absolutely 
nothing to do with the selling price of 
coal." 


"Won't your mm have to work five 


years to make up the !->>t they siMaincd 
during th« strike?" Mr. MacVeakh ask- 
ed. 


"N'ot liv any means." was the positive 


answer of Mr. Mitchell. 


"Mr. .Mitchell, do you think ymi have 


the right to ask for an incacse in wages 
which, if granted, would increase the cost 
of living to hundreds of thousands of 
poor?" 


The miners' representative replied that 


there nre five hundred thousand persons 
in the anthracite fields who are starving 
and it is their fundamental right to ask 
fur living wages in return for their la- 
bor. 


DENIES KF.TGX OF TERROR. 


The examination for a few minutes be- 


came very spirited on this phase of the 
consequence of the strike and then Mr. 
MacVcigh turned to the matter of pro- 
tecting the properties during the strike. 


Replying to questions 
by 
Mr, Mae- 


Veagh on the right of private parties to 
protect their property, Mr. Mitchell said 
that the provision in the miners' consti- 
tution grew out of the Homestead strike 
when a number of private 
detectives 


were employed as guards, most of wlumi 
nrc declared had been recruited from the 
'slums of Philadelphia aaid other large 
cities. Mr, 
Mitchell insisted that 
the 


city, county and state authorities were 
competent to handle the mutter.

of ten ;ier cent, 


I'-ROl'LE CAN" BE TRUSTED. 


Mr, Mac Veagh here took up the sug- 


gestion for a yearly agreement and at- 
tempted to show that the union could 
not control its members and therefore 
n n agreement, is impracticable. 


Mr, Mitchell said there were many dif- 


ferences that both sides justly complain 
of and which he hoped would bo wiped 
out by agreements. 
"I dare say," Mr. 


Mitchell remarked, "if our union violates 
it.- contracts the people of this country 
will take good care that we have no 
union left. 
There will hn no question 


about that and if the operators violate 
it the people of the United States will 
sec that they regret it." 


Mr. Mitchell said that this was a coun- 


try of majorities, whereupon Mr. Mac 
Voagh replied: 


•'Yes, but God with one is a majority. 


If K man is doing right, He is on his 
side." 


The court room was convulsed when 


M'r. Mitchell answered that he would be 
willing to leave the whole dispute to 


Cod. 


Revetting for a moment to the yearly 


agreements, Chairman Gray announced 
that the commission had decided to in- 
vite Herman .luft.iu commissioner of the 
Illinois operators association to appear 
before the commission and state Ihe con- 
ditions existing under the yearly agree- 


and the Illinois miners who belong to 
Mr. Mitchell's organization. At the sug- 
gestion of counsel on both sides invita- 
tions will be sent to other soft coal op- 
erators, a list of whom will be handed to 
the commission later. 


BOYCOTT DISCUSSED. 


Mr. MacVengh seeking a direct answer 


to his inquiries regarding boycotts asked 


the. witness why he could not use his in- 
fluence to put an end to boycotting and 
to further intimidation of men, women 
nnd children, whose lives have been made 
unendurable. 


Mitchell responded that it was the very- 


fathers and husbands of this people, who 
had themselves made their families un- 
endurable.

member of his family Mr. Mitchell de- 
clared that he did not. 


Mr. Mitchell was handed a photograph 


of a young woman school teacher, who. 
it was alleged, had been dismissed from 
her position because her father had been 
n non-jinionist and wns asked if it was 
fair to rob her of her place on that ac- 
count. 
Judge Cray repeated the ques- 


tion. 
"As a general proposition," said 


Mr. Mitchell. "] should say no. It is go- 


j to an extreme which no l.ibnti or- 


ganization advocates.'1 He said, how-over 
that, under some conditions it would im- 
pair the efficiency of the teacher, because 
the pupils, the children of men on strike 
would not obey and therefore it was 
proper [o petition for the teacher's re- 
moval until at least matters had quiet- 
ed down. 


SHOULD KKF.P PITS OATIT. " 


Mr. Mitchell in response -to question.' 


by Mr. Mae Veagh and Judge Gray de- 
clared that a member nf a trade union 
who was a member of n state militia 
should not escape service hut should wil- 
lingly perform all (he duties of citi/en- 
ship'a-icl accept all -the responsibilities 
that go vith them. 


A recess was announced ni jjiis point. 


"' A"t the beginning of the afternoon ses- 
sion Mr. Mae Veagh went, back to the

new was brought out except the sinte- 
ment from Mr. Mitchell thnt labor un- 
ions are democratic bodies, tin' members 
of which decide themselves who.ilicr or 
not they shall go nn strike.

A loni; line of questions followed on 


the matter of boycotts and 
Mr. Mac 


Veagh again pressed" Mr. Mitchell hard 
for a straight out expression on boy- 
cotts. The attorney read a list of four- 
teen men who were killed during the 
strike and Mr. Mitchell'said that a num- 
ber of these were killed by coal and iron 
police and that of the fourteen, ten of 
them did not beloiic to the union. A list 
of t.he seriously injured was also out in 
evidence, bv Mr. Mac Veagh,

'that modifications could be made by the 
bidders so as to possibly bring the fig- 
uves down. 


j It was these modified bids that were 
considered at the Saturday meeting and 
'Barciis & Co. were the loxest and it was 
,unanimotisly voted to give them the con- 
tract- An agreement was arrived at be- 
.tween the directors not to make public 
the balance of the bids,.but it was ad- 
mitted that the next lowest was about 
$43,000. 


This week the contract will be drawn 


up nnd if Harcus & Co., sign it work of 
making excavations for 
the 
structure 


will be commenced and an effort made to 
get it in before eold weather sets in. 
As has already been stated in Ihe Jour- 


nal, 
the building will be erected at the 


corner.of Main and Seventh streets, with 
SnO.OOO donated by Andrew Carnegie. The 
money is in the hands of Mr. Carnegie's 
agent at an eastern city and the Racine 
librn'ry board has the authority, to. draw 
asainst -the same as fast an the work 
progresses.

Congressman Bubcoek li.'ui sent tele- 


grams to each of the Republican membara 
of congress from the state, asking them 
to meet him here for consultation on the 
speakership. Those who 
responded in 


person were Congressman Cooper of the 
first district, Adams of the second, Otjcn 
of ihe fourth, Stafford of the fifth, Esch 
of Ihe seventh and .Tonkins of the elev- 
enth. Congressmen Brown of the tenth 
district and Minor of the ninth, notified 
Mr. Babeock that they would be nimble, 
to attend: -bill would be satisfied with 
whatever the remainder of the delegation 
dc-cided to do. Congressman Davidson of 
the eighth district was expected to at- 
tend the meeting, but failed to connect. 


KKEP OUT OF TIGHT. 


Mr. Babcock admitted fiiat he has been 


promised good support by 
friends in 


other states, but he felt I hut it would be 
belter to keep out. of the fight. He then 
proposed that il'.e 
delegation 
should 


throw its solid support to Congressman 
Cannon. Pie pointed out -the advantages 
which had come to the 
delegation 
by 


their united support of Speaker Hender- 
son when he needed help the. most and 


so as after the delegation had decided to 
support Mr. Babcock a report to that ef- 
fect was made. 


Mr. Babcock has nothing to say be- 


yond what is given in a public statement. 
Among his friends, however, it ie said

MR. EABCOCK'S STATEMENT, 


At the conclusion of tlie meeting Mr. 


Babcock gave the following statement to 
the press: 


'•Tim office of speaker of the house is 


one of the highest importance, and of 
great 
power and 
responsibility. His 


power is limited only by the will of the 
house. 
Tiie speaker of the. fifty-eighth 


congress should, in view of the present

"While I duly appreciate the great 


honor-you have conferred upon me, and 
Ihe great compliment to me and to our 
state involved in the unsolicited offer of 
support from other states as a whole.

It. was 
charged that the great enterprises in 
which Carrnody, Pence and Morton 
were concerned were insolvent, and 
that these men were in secret con- 
ference, endeavoring to arrange a

Kent was regarded as the speculator 
who had been intrusted with this 
news, and commissioned to use it to 
recoup some of the losses. 


• The evening papers were 
flooding 


the city with extras. The news was 
so stupendous as to confound the 
genius of the designers of headlines.

-sufficient to depict tlwir emotions.

Sugar dropped an 


extreme 40 points. 
Ot.her securities 


suffered in proportion. A man stood 
in the middle of llroad street and 
blew his bra-ius out. Stnid old invcst- 
me.rvt. stocks which had regularly 
puid dividends for years dropped five 
aointn between 
quotations. Sugar 


fell 11 points on a sale of 400 shares, 
and did not steady itself for 
ten 


minutes, during which time it was 
worth $.15.00 :t share less than it 
had been those few minutes before.. 


Once, more it was Street & Rog- 


ers to the rescue. 
For t\vo 
days 


they had been selling on good news 
and buying on 
bad 
news. 
Again 


their brokers stood in the broach 
and bought Sugar, B. & 0., St. Paul, 
Jersey Central, 
Metropolitan and 


Ste.ei and Iron from men who seemed 
willing to give it away. 
When the 


gong sounded at three o'clock, tho 
signal that thi« 
awful 
day 
was 


ended on the Stock Exchange, these 
brokers were yet. surrounded by 
swarms of men frantic in their ef- 
forts to sell stocks at any prices. It 
was midnight before the lights went 
out in the offices of Street & Rogers. 
Scores of haggard men arranged pri- 
vate settlements on terms 
which 


would permit them to remain 
sol- 


vent. 


The urofits of the unknown urin- 


The 
& Rogers -ga*e wrt'-no figjures and 
refused to.'Bajne^fre^nfcn.affiey were 
representing. They sfelte»*fll«t ttey 
had considered thee njar«8t:.' over- 
bought, and had.8ol*stccks in antic- 
ipation oi' a natural reaction. The 
unexpected bad novrs'tad found them 
in a situation from-wttch t.ttey could 
not help reaping- an enormous ad- 
vantage.

apprehensions of those who feared 
for the safety of the missing men. 
Mr. Street declared that prices were 
too low at the .closing figures, even 
if it were known that the worst had 
happened.

CHAPTER VI, 


MYSTERY OW MYSTERY. 


The hundreds of cornmns of space 


devoted by the New York morning 
papers to the great event could have 
been condensed into a few 
para- 


graphs, so far as any true explanation 
of the mystery was concerned. 


Six men, whose combined wealth 


was variously estimated 
at 
from 


$800,000,000 to $1,350,000,000, had dis- 
appeared as suddenly and completely 
as if the earth ha/i

swallowed them. Four 
of 
them— 


Messrs. Pence, Kent., Haven and Mor- 
ton — had been in the latter's office 
about four o'clock on Monday after- 
noon. Mr. Morton's secretary was 
sure they he'.d no conference at this 
time, and 'said they soon 
left 
the 


building. Tie thought, they left to- 
gether, and supposed they went away 
in carriages or in an automobile. It 
was not uncommon for men distin- 
guished in 1he. world of affairs 'to 
meet at Mr. Morton's 
office.

Morton had arranged for an impor- 
tant conference with some railroad 
men at his office for the following 
morning at 1-1 o'cblock. The corre- 
spondence files showed that fact con- 
clusively. Mr'.'Morton had telephone*] 
to his resideht-c that he wotiM not, 
be home to dirnier. This was not un- 
usual. That- was absolutely all tfiat 
was known - M ' Mr. Morton's move- 
ments or plans. 


John M. Rockwell was in liis office 


from 11 o'clock until about tivo in 
the afternoon. He transacted busi- 
ness as usual and had planned to 
start on a trip to Chicago the follow 
ing- day. His private car had been 
ordered to the Pennsylvania depot 
Andrus Carmody wns to accompany 
him on tJiis business journey.

of these gentlemen bed left worfl at 
their residences that they would not 
be home to dinner. Hiram Haven did 
not leave his office until nearly four 
o'clock.

dicate that, he would fail to be on 
hand at the reg-ular hour on Tuesday 
morning. 


Mr. Kent's failure to arrive at his 


office nearly drove his brokers dis- 
tracted. They admitted that lie had 
left them certain commissions to fill 
on Tuesday morni'apr. but the nature 
of them or how they were executed 
they declined to mnke public.

left his office aVout four o'clock Man- 
day afternoon. Tint did not say where 
lie was goir.g. '''" 


For the first time, in 40 years Pirnon 


Pence failed tri come home. Only <ln 
rare occasions' did he remain away 
from a home dinner. He had startjl 
that a business engagement woilTd 
keep him in the. city during the even- 
ing, but that he would be back a.t' a 
seasonable hour. The police officials 
were notified at midnight of his fail- 
ure to return to his residence. -Not 
fully appreciating the significance of 
thia event they made no seare.h for 
the missing man, and classed 
it 


among the "cases of this kind so fa- 
miliar to the hardened members of 
the night police force of the metrop- 
olis. 


This completes all that was known 


concerning the mystery. 


Tl-.at the panic wus beyond control 


was apparent long before the Stock 
Kxuhange. opened Wednesday morn- 
ing. The governors met. and solemn- 
ly discussed the advisability of clos- 
ing the Stock Exchange until some 
light was thrown on the 
mystery. 


They dreaded to take this step, but 
the situation was unprecedented. In 
ordinary 
emergencies the 
banks, 


trust, companies, life insurance com- 
panies and other representatives of 
capital had been able to meet and 
adopt a plan to protect tho market 
and thus avert a panic disastrous to 
all interests. But the great. heads of 
the money power had vanished. The 
smaller lights who remained were 
in a state of physical ns well as finan- 
cial panic. Each imagined himself 
the next victim. 
Special policemen 


guarded all the offices, and every vis- 
itor was scrutinized as a possible kid- 
un-pper. Hundreds of extra police offi- 
cers were thrown into the financial 
district. 
All suspicions characters 


were arrested. Crowds were not^per- 
mitted to assemble and a condition 
approaching marital law prevailed. 


The governors of the Stock Ex- 


change finally decided to open the 
eession as usual, reserving- the power 
to suspend 
business if conditions 


warranted 
such 
procedure. 
The 


market opened from two to 
five 


points below the close of the previ- 
ous day. Several failures were an- 
nounced. 
Street & Rogers bought 


about 300,000 shares of stock in the 
first hour and then stopped. With 
their support... witlidrawu the panic 


d... Jhere .were rumors that

and on the point of suspending1. This 
the- firm emphatically denied, and 
stated that they could stand a fur- 
ther drop of 25 yorots. On a call for 
margins ' they promptly furnished 
them. 


With the panio at its height the 


governors met to take action. A mo- 
tion was made to suspend business 
on the exchange. As a member arose 
to discuss this proposition,-a messen- 
ger entered arid handed the president 
a letter. It read as follows:, 


Mr. M. L. Morton, Ne.w York City: 
Dear Sir: This is to inform you that 


I am allvo and well. I shall be obliged 
to remain away from, the city for a short 
time, possibly several weeks. You and 
my ralatlves and friends need nqt liavo 
tha slightest fear for the safe return of 
myself and tho Kumlemen wh8 aro kccp- 
Ir.s me company.

May 2. 
The letter was 
in Mr. Morton's 


handwriting and had been positively 
identified as genuine by his private 
secretary and by the oldest clerks in 
his office. Then'e facts were hurried- 
ly explained to the president of the 
board of governors, who adjourned 
the mee.ting and sounded the gong 
for attention on the floor of the ex- 
change. At that moment pandemo- 
nium reigned, A score of 
trading- 


houses had failed, and others were 
on the point of suspension. Banks 
were 
calling loans. 
Money wae 


quoted at 200 per cent, oil cnli loans, 
with gilt-edged stock 
as 
security. 


Sugar was hovermg' around par, a. 
drop of more than 60 points in less 
than 46 hours. 
The 
nerve-racked 


brokers expected the announcement 
of yet more disastrous news, and lis- 
tened stolidly as the chairman waved 
his hand for quiet, cleared his voice, 
and began his reading. No one heard 
more than the close of the first sen- 
tc.ncc: "I am alive and well."

The following suggestions on tbe 


proper care of lamps are from a pam- 
phlet Issued recently by the London 
county council: 


The oil reservoir should be of strong 


metal, properly folded and soldered at 
the Joint and should not be, of china, 
£lass or other fragile material. There 
ghould be no opening between the res- 
ervoir and 'the burner other than 
thrcragh the tube which holds the wick, 
and this tube should be extended to 
within a quarter of an Inch of the bot- 
tom of the reservoir and should have 
no opening into the reservoir except at 
ItR base. 
The burner should be securely at- 


tached to the reservoir, preferably by 
means of a strong and well made screw 
attachment. There should be no open- 
ings through which oil could flow from 
the reservoir should the lamp be upset 
Every table lamp should have a broad 
and heavy base, to which the reservoir 
should be strongly attached. 


Wicks should bo soft and not ligbtly 


plaited and should quite fill tbe wick 
tube without having to be squeezed in- 
to It 
They should be frequently re- 


newed and before being put Into lamps 
9hould.be dried at .a fire and then im- 
mediately soaked ..with oil. 


The reservoir should be filled vita on 


before the lamp Is lit, and the lamp 
should be kept thoroughly clean; all 
oil should be carefully wiped .off and 
ail charred wick aud dirt removed be- 
fore lighting. When first lit, the wick 
should' be partially turned down and 
then gradually raised. The wick should 
not be turned down, as there is then a 
greater liability to explosion in lamps 
of unsafe construction. 


Lamps which have no extinguishing 


apparatus should be put out as fol- 
lows- The wick should he turned down 
until there is only a small, flickering 
flame, and a sharp puff of breath 
should thcn.be sent across lie top of 
tho chimney, but not down it. Cans or 
bottles used for oil should be free from 
water or dirt and should be kept thor- 
oughly closed. 


Milking Is an operation which re- 


quires skill, as it has an important ef- 
fect on the amount and quality of milk 
given. Dairymen know that there are 
as great differences between mllkeri 
cs between cows and that cows -will do 
much better with good milkers than 
with others. Indeed good cows are of- 
ten almost ruined by poor milkers. 


The milker should avoid handling the 


cow more than is necessary, and he 
should make it a rule to do his work 
quickly and thoroughly. 
He should 


never go from a sick to a well cow 
without first cleansing his hands.. The 
habit of wetting the hands with milk 
Is' filthy in tbe extreme and should 
never bo practiced. Some people think 
It Is necessary, but this is a mistake. 
The hands should be kept dry. If they 
arc not It is impossible to prevent 
drops of mills from constantly falling 
from them into the pall. 


The pail should be held dose to tho 


udder so as to expose the milk to the 
nir as little as possible. The farther 
the streams fall and the more they 
spray the more dirt nnd bacteria they 
collect. Contamination from the fore- 
milk must be avoided by discarding the 
first few streams drawn, or less than a 
gill in ail. This entails little loss, as 
the first milk drawn is always poor In 
butter fat, aud If It happens to be badly 
contaminated, as is frequently the case, 
much Injury and trouble may bo saved. 
—Farm, Field and Stockman.

hundred has had a single grain of ac- 
curacy in it. It Is a subject which few 
not acquainted with tbe dairy business 
understand, and in then- effort to han- 
dle It the majority of newspapers have 
published 
ridiculous 
misstatomcnts, 


which have led to much confusion in 
tho minds of the'people."

BOYCOTTS DISCUSSED

' ECRANTON, Pa., Nov. 17.—The strike 
Investigating commission has decided to 


send invitations to representatives of the 
Illinois Coal Operators' association to ap- 
pear before the commission and tell of 
the- conditions in the state under the 
system of yearly agreements with the 


union. 


President Mitchell of the miners' union 


resumed the stand today upon the con- 
vening of the coal strike commission and 
his cross examination by Wayne Mac- 
Veagh, which was begun on Saturday, 
was continued. Mr. MacVeagh 
repre- 


sents the Erie company which operates 
the mines under the names of the Penn- 
sylvania Coal company and the Hillsdale j 
Coal and Iron company. Mr. Mitchell, j 
who has been on the stand since Friday j 
morning, brought with him a number of 
documents and books which he frequent- 
ly referred to in order to refresh his 
memory. 


There seemed to bo no falling off in 


the interest in the proceedings. A large 
number of persons patiently stood in line 
in the corridor of thp building in the 
hope of gaining admittance to the hear- 
ing. Only a small portion of them were 
successful, the limited accommodations 
being almost entirely taken up by coun- 
sel for both sides and mining officials, 
representatives of the mine workers and 
•workmen who are employed in 1 he mines. 


Mr. MaeYengh began his examination 


by reading from newspaper clippings of 
the 
methods of a labor • organization 


known as the Operative Plasterers' as- 
sociation of New York against their em- 
ployers. 


"Do you approve or do won heartily 


disapprove of these methods?" asked Mr. 
MacVeagh. 


"I should 'say that my union has no 


such rules," was Mr. Mitchell's response 


Mr. MacVeagh repeated his question 


and Mr. Mitchell said ''I can only say 
that in the absence of knowledge as to 
the causes which made them adopt such 
resolutions 1 am not competent to pass 
upon the fairness or unfairness of them. 
On the surface and with the information 
you convey to rnc I should say they are 
unfair." 


MIXERS MUST COME FIRST. 


Mr. MacVeagh referred to the subject 


of planing the responsibility for the in- 
creased price of coal and inquired: "Dn 
you still feel at liberty to say that it is 
Bone of your business 
what additional 


cost the people will have to pay for their 
coal if that additional cost is the immed- 
iate result of your demands?''' 


"I have not said at any time that it 


was none of our business," replied Mr- 
Mitchell. "I have stated it was beyond 
our control. That we have absolutely 
nothing to do with the selling price of 
coal." 


''Won't your men have to work five 


years to make up the lost they sustained 
during ta» strike?" Mr. MacVeakh ask- 
ed. 


"Not by any means," was the positive 


answer of Mr. Mitchell. 


"Mr. Mitchell, do you think you have 


the right to ask for an incaese in wages 
which, if granted, would increase the cost 
of living to hundreds of thousands of 
poor?''' 


The miners' representative replied that 


there are five hundred thousand persons 
in the anthracite fields who are starving 
and it is their fundamental right to ask 
for living wages in return for their la- 
bor. 


DENIES REIGN OF TERROR. 


The examination for a few minutes be- 


came very spirited on this phase of the 
consequence of the strike and then Mr. 
MacVeigh turned to the matter of pro- 
tecting the properties during the strike. 


Replying to questions 
by 
Mr. Mac- 


Veagh on the right of private parties to 
protect their property, Mr. Mitchell said 
that the provision in the, miners' consti- 
tution grew out of the Homestead strike 
when a number of private 
detectives 


•were employed as guards, most of whom 
are declared had been recruited from the 
slums of Philadelphia. a-nd other large 
cities. Mr. Mitchell insisted that 
the 


city, county and state authorities were 
competent to handle the matter. 


Raising his voice to a pitch and speak- 


ing with great fervor Mr- MacVeagh ask- 
ed the witness: 


"Don't you know as well as you know 


your name is John Mitchell, that in spite 


of the authorities of this city, of this 
county and of this state, the whole re- 
gion has been treated for five months to 
a veritable foretaste of hell?" 


Mr. Mitchell calmly replied: 
'''I don't know anything of the kind." 
"Well, you will before we are through 


with you," was Mr. MacVeagh's retort. 


Commissioner Watkins 
here took a 


hand in the examination 
and it was 


brought out that none of the pickets em- 
ployed by the companies represented by 
Mr. MaeVeagh had been recruited outside 
if the community. 


Mr. MacVeagh 
then 
read Governor 


Stone's 
proclamation calling out 
the 


troops in which the governor said there 
was a reign of terror in the region. 
Mr. 


Mitchell denied the correctness of the 
governor's assertions. 


The eight hour day question was tak- 


en up and in reply to a query as to 
whether he had a right to limit a man's 
labor to eight hours a day, Mr. Mitchell 
replied: 


"We favor a maximu mof eight hours, 


and a moment later in answer to a simi- 
lar 
question said: 
"We will 
accept 


wnatever award the commission makes 
and that award will have precedence over 
the laws of the union." 
WHAT PRESIDENTS HAVE DONE. 
Then Mr. MacVesgh said: 
"Abraham Lincoln was splitting rails 


and he rid not limit himself to eight 
hours and you demand it not only for the 
men in the mines but for all the men 
above ground as well. He was doing in- 
finitely harder work than nine-tenths of 
our men employed in the mines and ab .v,; 
ground. So was Garfield when he was :i 
body treading along the path of a- canal 
and so was Mr- McKinley in his early 
life. 
I only mention these because they 


are the three victims of the spirit of an- 
archy which is the curse of this country 
today and the only serious curse affect- 
ing it.'' 


Mr. Mitchell took quick notice of the 


word 
"anarchy" as employed by 
Mr. 


Mac Veagh and with considerable spirit 
promptly inquired: 


''Trade unions are not held responsible 


for it, arc they?" 


"No. certainly not," said 
Mr. 
Mac- 


Vcagh. "Trade unions are most admir- 
able, but you make a demand upon us 
that we shall prohibit every man in our 
employ from working more than eight 
hours. That stri- DS us as perfectly in- 
admissible." 


In answer to further questions Mr. 


Mitchell entered into a detailed descrip- 
tion of the workings of the union. 


ELECTION HELPED ADVANCE. 


Mr. Mitchell upon 
the 
request of 


Judie Gray said that the officers of the 
union under pay had contributed thirty- 
seven per cent, per month of their salar- 
ies for the benefit of the striking miners. 
The fact was brought out that Mr. Mit- 
chell had bad telephone conferences with 
Senator Hanna just previous to the set- 
tlement of the strike of 1900. 


"Of course that was the year in which 


Mr. Bryan was again a candidate for the 
presidency," said Mr. Mac Veagh; "and 
you were conscious of the great appre- 
hensions entertained by the financial in 
terests of the country as to the possibil- 
ity of. hi.s election?" 


''Well, I understood they were very 


apprehensive," was the reply. 


Mr. Mac Veagh asked if any advance 


secured by the miners was not due to 
that apprehension. 


'•I believed." said Mr. Mitchell, "that 


the fact that an election was pending 
had something to do with the early set- 
tlement of the strike." 


Mr. Mitchell denied that he had had 


any conferences with the coal operators 
at that time and said that during the 
strike Senator Hanna had spoken to him 
over the telephone and had sent Daniel 
Kcefe, president of the International 
Longshorman's union to see him. He de- 
nied that, through Mr. Kecfe. he agreed 
that if the ten per cent, increase was 
granted that the strike would be called 
off, bu-t Senator Hanna had told him the 
operators had decided to make the offer 
of ten ner cent. 


PEOPLE CAN BE TRUSTED. 


Mr. Mac Veagh here took up the sug- 


gestion for a yearly agreement and at- 
tempted to show that the union could 
not control its members and therefore 
an agreement is impracticable. 


Mr. Mitchell said there were many dif- 


ferences that both sides justly complain 
of and which he hoped would be wiped 
out by agreements. "I dare say," Mr. 
Mitchell remarked, "if our union violates 
its contracts the people of this country 
will take good care that we have no 
union left. 
There will bo no question 


about that and if the operators violate 
it the people of the United States will 
sec that they regret it." 


Mr. Mitchell said that this was a coun- 


try of majorities, whereupon Mr. Mac 
Vcagh ren'icd: 


"Yes, but God with one is a majority. 


If a man is doing right, He is on his 
side." 


The court room was convulsed when 


Mr. Mitchell answered that he would be 
willing to leave the whole dispute to 
God. 


Reverting for a moment to the yearly 


agreements, 
Chairman Gray announced 


that the commission had decided to in- 
vite Herman Justin commissioner of the 
Illinois operators association to appp:ir 
before the commission and state the con- 
ditions existing under the yearly agree- 
ments between the aoft coal operator* 


and the Illinois miners who belong- to 
Mr. Mitchell's organization. At the sug- 
gestion of counsel on both sides invita- 
tions will be sent to other soft coal op- 
erators, a list of whom wiU be handed to 
the commission later. 


BOYCOTT DISCUSSED. 


Mr. MaeVeagh seeking a direct answer 


to his inquiries regarding boycotts asked 
the witness why he could not use his in- 
fluence to put an end to boycotting and 
to further intimidation of men, •women 
and children, whose lives have been made 
unendurable. 


Mitchell responded that it was the very 


farthers and husbands of this people, who 
had themselves made their families un- 
endurable. Mac Vcagh. drawing himself 
c)oser to where the-witness was sitting 
said to him: 


"If such eases are shown you until 


you grow weary of them, as I will show 
you, mil you then agree to take drastic, 
thorough going, effectual measures 
to 


root it out as you would any other 
deadly, unmanly, un-American, cowardly 
practice?" 


This question Mr. Mitchell answered 


by saying that people have a 
perfect 


right to do whatever they chose provided 
they came within the law. 


When, asked if he countenanced 
the 


stoppage of funerals, the preventing a 
physician attending a non-unionist or a 
member of his family Mr. Mitehell de- 
clared that he did not. 


Mr. Mitchell was handed a photograph 


of a young woman school teacher, who. 
it was alleged, had been dismissed from 
her position because her father had been, 
a non-unionist and was asked if it was 
fair to rob her of her place on that ac- 
count. Judge Gray repeated the Ques- 
tion. 
"As a general proposition." gaH 


Mr. Mitchell, "I should say no. It is'go- 
ing to an extreme which no labor or- 
ganization advocates." He snifl. howeTTer 
that under some conditions it would im- 
pair the efficiency of tlie teacher, because 
the pupils, the children of men on strike 
would not obey and therefore it was 
proper to petition for the teacher's re- 
moval until at least matters had quiet- 
ed down. 


SHOULD TvEEP HIS OATH. ' " 


Mr. Mitchell in response to questions 


by Mr. Mac Veagh and Judge Gray de- 
clared that a member of a trade union 
who was a member of a state militia 
should not escape service but should wil- 
lingly perform all the duties of citizen- 
ship and accept all the responsibilities 
that fio with them. 


A recess was announced^! tin's point. 
' At the beginning of the afternoon ses- 
sion Mr. Mac Veagh went back to the 
question of whether or not 
the 
poor 


would have to bear the burden of the 
increase in wages if granted. Nothing 
new was brought out except the state- 
ment from Mr. Mitchell thnt labor un- 
ions are democratic bodies, the :nembers 
of which decide themselves whether or 
not they shall go on strike. 


The question of boycott was taken 


nn again. 


A Jong line of questions followed on 


the matter of boycotts and 
Mr. Mae 


Veagh again pressed" Mr. Mitchell hard 
for a straight out expression on boy- 
cotts. The attorney read a list of four- 
teen men who were killed during 'the 
strike and Mr. Mitchell said that a num- 
ber of these, were killed by coal and iron 
police and that of the fourteen, ten of 
them did not belong to the union. A list 
of the seriously injured was also out in 
evidence bv Mr. Mac Veagh. 


WILLIAM HORLICKS GIFT

den alluded to and it is said the price 
paid for the property was $1,500. The 
gift is a magnificent one, generous on 
the part of Mr. Horlick and highly ap- 
preciated by the St. Luke's parish.

Saloon and is said to have been the first 
sample room ever established in the city 
of Racine south of Sixth street.

The board of di- 
rectors of the Racine Library association 
met and awarded the contract Saturday 
night. 


Bids were first received for the work 


about two weeks ago. At 
that 
time 


there were six in all. The board sonsid- 
ered them high; in fact all exceeded the 
estimates. For 
that reason the 
bids 


were not made public and it was decided 
that modifications could be made by the 
bidders so as to possibly bring the fig- 
ures down. 


It was these modified bids that were 


considered at the Saturday meeting and 
Harciis & Co. were the lowest and it was 
unanimously voted to give them, the con- 
tract- An agreement was arrived at be- 
tween the directors not .t'o make public 
the; balance of .the bids,;but it was ad- 
jnitted that the next lowest was about 
$43,000.

This week the contract will be drawn 


up and if Hareus & Co., sign it work of 
making excavations for the structure 
will be commenced and an effort made to 
get it in before cold weather sets in.

Those who responded 
in 


person wore Congressman Cooper of the 
first district, Adams of the second, Otjen 
of the fourth, Stafford of-.the fifth, Esch 
of the seventh and Jenkins of the elev- 
enth. 
Congressmen Brown of the tenth 


district and Minor of the ninth, notified 
Mr. Babcock that they would be unable 
to attend: .but would be satisfied with 
whatever the remainder of the delegation 
decided to do. Congressman Davidson of 
thc>eighth district was expected to at- 
tend the meeting, but failed to connect. 


KEEP OUT OF FIGHT. 


Mr. Babcock admitted Chat he has been 


promised good support by 
friends 
in 


other states, but he felt that it would be 
better to keep out of the fight. He then 
proposer! that the 
delegation 
should 


throw its solid support to Congressman 
Cannon. He!pointed out -the advantages 
which had come to the delegation

their united support of Speaker Hender- 
son when he needed help the most and 
argued that the same result was likely 
at the present time.

action towards giving the government 
jurisdiction over all alien residents in 
this country. There is absolute need for 
this jurisdiction and the incidents of 
late years wherein outrages upon aliens 
by citizens of states have involved the 
general government, should have been 
a lesson. There is no question but that 
all foreign governments look to us for re- 
dress wherein any citizens of theirs have 
been mistreated in any state, and there 
equally is no question but what the gen- 
eral government is entirely responsible 
But .yet such is the anomoly of our gov- 
ernmental system that responsible as we 
are, the government itself is absolutely 
helpless as to preventing such outra 
in fche first place, or even with knowl- 
edge without authority to take protec- 
tive steps. When wrongs are committed 
by citizens of any state upon aliens res- 
idents, the general government can do 
nothing. It can not compel the surren- 
der of the offending citizen and it can 
not compel the stare concerned to pun- 
ish the offenders either. The government 
must pay any bill for damages asked for, 
and it has no way to compel a return 
of the money rmid therefore. 


When a 
foreign 
government makes 


complaint of wrongs perpetrated iipor, 
its citizens resident in this country by 
the people of any state, the government 
of ours can only write for information 
regarding such, and it must proceed to 
make such explanations to the foreign 
crovernment as constitutes 
the 
Unitc-d 


States an anomaly in the governments of 
the world. Our government upon any 
occasion when any of its ovn citizens are 
wronged by a foreign government can 
proceed to not only demand explanations 
but it can proceed to compel restitution. 
It does not reply to the injured citizen 
abroad, by saying why. my dear sir, or 
my dear -woman, you are a citizen of 
Ohio or ot Wisconsin as the case may 
be. You must look to your governor for 
redress in this matter. But this is pre- 
cisely what the United States does when 
a foreign government is seeking redress 
for wrongs perpetrated on any of their 
citizens, it has to explain that under 
our system of government the general 
government at Washington can not in- 
terfere in auy state matter and that it 
has no authority by which to reach out 
its hand and arrest those taking part 
in outrages upon foreign resident aliens. 
It is so sorry, and rrgrr-i^ the unfortu- 
nate occurrence but please inclosed find 
draft for damages claimed and there the 
matter ends, and congress does not even 
appropriate the money for such purpose, 
and it has to he or has been pnid out of 
funds for general purposes unused in the 
treasury. 


If we are to be a nation, if we are 


claiming to be a nation, let us be a na- 
tion, and not pretend, for that is precise- 
ly what we have been doing all these 
years. If the general government can 
now citizenize these incoming foreigners

raged Mr. Kent, who ascribed this 
selling to the perfidy of his asso- 
ciates. When the day's battle was 
over the field was covered with dead 
and wounded. Sugar had closed at 
145% bid and 1-16 asked. Baltimore 
and Ohio had dropped to 105%; St. 
Parti to 367y8; Metropolitan to 170; 
Jersey Central to 158%; and Steel and 
Iron showed a net loss for the day 
of three points, and an extreme drop, 
from its high point at the opening of 
nearly nine points. 


When Mr. Kent had received re- 


ports from liis brokers, and tele- 
graphic advicos from Boston, Chicago 
and Baltimore, he found that he had 
sold 55,000 shares of Sugar and that 
all of his other commissions had 
been executed. He 2ia<3 accomplished 
©ne of the phenomenal changes of 
position for which he was famous and 
dreaded.

There was no fragment of truth 
in the statement, but it was accept- 
ed a.s an unquestioned fact. It was

CHAPTER VI. 


MYSTERY ON MYSTERY. 


The hundreds of coTnmns of space: 


devoted by the New York morning- 
papers to the great event could have 
been condensed into a few

Six men, whose combined wealth 


was variously estimated

His private car had been 
ordered to the Pcnnsj'lvania depot 
Andrus Carmody was to accompany 
him on this business journey. Both 
of these gentlemen had left word at 
their residence's that they would not 
be home to dinner.

This was about his usual 
hoar, and there was nothing in his 
correspondence7 or instructions to in- 
dicate that he would fail to be on 
hand at the regular hour on Tuesday 
morning-.

He had stat'eU 
that a business engagement wpiiTd 
keep him in the city during the even- 
ing, but that he would be back at 'a 
seasonable hour. The police officials 
were notified a't midnight of his fd.il- 
Hire to return :to his residence. -Not 
fully appreciating the significance of 
this event they mnde no search for 
the missing man, and classed it 
among the cases nf this kind so fa- 
miliar to the hardened members of 
the night police force of the metrop- 
olis. 


This completes all that was known 


concerning the mystery. 


That the panic was beyond control 


was apparent long before the Stock 
Exchange opened Wednesday morn- 
ing. The governors met and solemn- 
ly discussed the advisability of clos- 
ing- the Stock Exchange until some 
light was thrown on the .mystery. 
They dreaded to take this step, but 
the situation was unprecedented. Tn 
ordinary 
emergencies 
the 
banks, 


trust companies, life insurance com- 
panies and other representatives of 
capital had been able to meet and 
adopt a plan to protect the market 
and thus avert n panic disastrous to 
all interests. But the great heads of 
the money power had vanished. The 
smaller lights who remained were 
in a state of physical as well as finan- 
cial panic. 
Each imagined himself 


the next victim. 
Special policemen 


guarded all the offices, and every vis- 
itor was scrutinized as a possible kid- 
na~pper. Hundreds of extra police offi- 
cers were thrown into the financial 
district. 
All suspicious characters 


were arrested. Crowds were not per- 
mitted to assemble and a condition 
approaching marital law prevailed. 


The governors of the Stock Ex- 


change finally decided to open the 
session as usual, reserving the power 
to suspend 
business if conditions 


warranted 
such 
procedure. 
The 


market opened from two to five 
points below the close of the previ- 
ous day. 
Several failures were an- 


nounced. Street & Kogers bought 
aboist 300,000 shares of stock in the 
first hour and then stopped. 
With 


their support... withdrawn the .panic 
We£ess«d...... There -were rum.ors that 


St»e«t'"iiE"Itog»rs- were EeaviTy "long-" 
and on the point of suspending-. This 
the , firm emphatically denied, and 
stated-that they could stand:a fur- 
ther'drop of 26 -points. On a call for 
margins ' they promptly 
furnished 


them. 


With the panic at its height the 


governors met to take action.: A mo- 
tion- was made to suspend business 
on,the exchange. As a member arose 
to discuss this proposition,-a messen- 
ger entered and handed the president 
a letter. It read as follows:^ 


Mr. M.X. Morton, New York'City: 
Dear Sir: .This is to inform you that 
I am alive and well. I shall be obliged 
to remain- away from, the city for a short 
time, possibly several -weeks. You and 
my relatives; and friends need nqt have 
the slightest fear for the safe return of 
myself and the gentlemen who are keep- 
ing me company. I remain, very trulx

The letter was in Mr. Morton's 


handwriting and had been positively 
identified as genuine by his. private 
secretary and by the. oldest clerks'in 
liis office. These facts were hurried- 
ly explained to the president of the 
board of governors, who adjourned 
the meeting and sounded the gong 
for attention on the .floor of the ex- 
change. At that moment pandemo- 
nium reigned. A score of trading 
houses had failed, and others were 
on the point of suspension.

security. 


Sugar was hovering around par, a 
drop of more than 60 points in less 
than 48 hours.

Mllli Flour In Sweden. 


Dr. M. Blcenberg of Gothenberft 


Sweden, claims to have discovered a 
process whereby milk may be reduced 
to a fine flour and afterward trans- 
formed into niilk with all its alimen- 
tary qualities. The peculiarity of Dr. 
Ekenberg's discovery is said to lie in 
bis having found the conditions under 
which the milk will retain its solubil- 
ity in water in spite of the transforma- 
tion into powder. Formerly when milk 
.was dried the components became In- 
dissoluble. Dr. Ekenberg has refused 
to describe his apparatus for perform- 
ing the work, having applied for a pat- 
ent, but says it will cost no more ta«» 
a common separator.

HOTT to BI»m»«e~Thera to Get tfce Best 


Kern-alt*. 


The folio-wing suggestions on .the 


proper care of lamps are from a pam- 
.pblet issued recently by the London 
county council: 


The oil reservoir should be of strong 


metal, properly folded and soSdered at 
the joint and should not be. of china, 
iflass or other fragile material. There 
should be no opening between the res- 
ervoir and 'the burner other than 
through the tube which holds the wick, 
and this tube should be extended to 
within a quarter of an inch of the bot- 
tom of the reservoir and should have 
no opening iato the reservoir except at 
its base. 


The burner should be securely at- 


tached to the reservoir, preferably by 
means of a strong and well made screw 
attachment. There should be no open- 
ings through which oil could flow from 
the reservoir, should the lamp be upset. 
Every table lamp should have a broad 
and heavy base, to which the reservoir

Wicks should be soft and not lightly 


plaited and should quite fill the wick 
tube without having to be squeezed in- 
to it. They should be frequently re- 
newed and before being put into lamps 
should.be dried at ,a fire and then Im- 
mediately soaked ;.witli oil. 


The reservoir should be filled with oil 


before the lamp is lit, and the lamp 
should be kept thoroughly clean; all 
oil should be carefully wiped ,off and 
all charred wick and dirt removed be- 
fore lighting. When first lit the wick 
should" be partially turned down and 
then gradually raised. The vrick should 
'not be turned down, as there is then a 
greater liability to explosion In lamps 
of unsafe construction. 


Lamps which have no extinguishing 


apparatus should be put out as fol- 
lows: The wick should, be turned down 
until there is only a small, flickering 
flame, and a sharp puff of breath 
should then.be sent across the top of 
the chimney,, but not down it .Cans or 
bottles used for oil should be free from 
w.ates- or dirt and should be kept thor- 
oughly closed.

Milking is an operation which re- 


quires skin, as it has an Important ef- 
fect on the amount and quality of milk 
given. Dairymen know that there are 
as great differences between milker* 
as between cows and that cows will do 
much better with good milkers than 
«dth otters. Indeed good cows are of- 
ten almost ruined by poor milkers. 


The milker should avoid handling the 


cow" more than Is necessary, and h« 
should make it a. rule to do his work 
quickly and thoroughly. 
He should 


never go from a sick to a well cow 
without first cleansing his hands.. The 
habit of wetting the bands with milk 
is" filthy In the extreme and should 
never be practiced. Some people think 
It is necessary, but this is a mistake. 
The hands should be kept dry- If they 
are not, it is impossible to prevent 
drops of milk from constantly falling 
from them into the pail. 


The pail should be held close to the 


udder so as to expose the milk to the 
nir as little as possible. The farther 
the streams fall and the more they 
spray the mora dirt and bacteria they 
collect. Contamination from the fore- 
milk must be avoided by discarding the 
first few streams drawn, or less than a 
gill in ail. This entails little loss, as 
the first milk drawn is always poor In 
butter fat, and if It happens to be badly

If the cream is cold, 
set It in a pail of hot water, but under 
no circumstances pour" hot water into 
the cream. It will . of course' take 
longer to churn 'granulated butter. 
When you have finished churning, the 
butter T'll look just like shot; then 
craw off your buttermilk and wash the 
butter in. the cliurn with several wa- 
ters, so as to get the buttermilk all 
out If you wish to keep the butter 
granulated, after washing it put it into 
a jar and cover it with a strong brine. 
But if you want to get it ready for 
market, salt and work it over and let- 
It set for an hour, then work all the 
brine, out and pack in a crock.—Pearl

The object of 
the course is to give the student '.vho, 
specializes in lines of.agriculture blilier 
than dairying an opportunity to gain a 
proper conception, of .the qualities good 
dairy .products should possess.

Massachusetts has'a new law relat- 


ing to the Babcock milk test. All per- 
sons who use the test to determine the 
value of milk or cream either to -the 
producer or purchaser are amenable to 
the law. Since the law went into oper- 
ation 5.610 pieces of glassware have 
been Inspected by the state authorities, 
and 5.4 per cent have been found defec- 
tive. Forty-nine candidates have been 
examined, and all but two have passed 
as being fitted to operate the test. 
Forty machines have been examined, 
and "twenty were found good, eleven 
partially out of repair, and nine were 
condemned. 


The foregoing record gives evidence 


of the need of such a law in every 
state.—Hoard's Dairyman.

this profit is decreased accordingly 
Feeding poor cows in the dairy is prac 
tically a waste of feed.—Agricola.
